Iowa Caucus Provides Input

Most members of the Clarke 
community are aware that the Iowa 
Democratic Caucus is rapidly ap- 
proaching on Monday, Feb. 20. 
But why is a caucus so early in the 
convention process so important? 
Why, specifically, is the Iowa 
Caucus drawing such national in- 
terest? And what, exactly happens’ 
at a caucus? 

_ The fact that the caucus is the first 
step in the convention process deter- 
mines its importance. Nowhere else 
in the entire process is ‘‘grassroots 
politics” so important and influen- 
tial. The caucus is organized on a 
local, precinct level and offers’a 
unique opportunity for individual 
input and _ influence. Individuals 
have an opportunity to nominate 
candidates to offices at local, state, 


and national levels. They have an 
opportunity to discuss and vote on 
issue resolutions that will ultimately 
become the planks of the official 
democratic platform. They can par- 
ticipate in electing convention 
delegates or may run for the 
position of delegate. 


The Iowa Caucus is the first 
caucus in the country and, therefore, 
the focus of national attention. It is 
no coincidence that the news media 
gives the Iowa caucus so much 
coverage, or that a city the size of 
Dubuque has had such distinguished 
visitors as Alan Cranston, Gary 
Hart, and George McGovern in the 
last few weeks. Both the press and 
the candidates are well aware of the 
importance of the country’s first 
caucus. The Iowa Caucus may well 
set the tone for the rest of the race,

This will allow students to acquire 
data directly from the interface to 
the computer.’ 

The interface Malone halped to 
develop is a research quality voltage 
meter, which will handle the tasks of 
data acquisition and data reduction 
for students, leaving them time to 
probe the nature of the reactions 
taking place. 

Malone said, ‘Perhaps the 
greatest part of the sabbatical was 
workign with a group of people who 
were super-talented and yet were 
always excited about learning 
something new and sharing that 
knowledge. Though there was a 
variety of talent, each person wan- 
ted to make everyone else as 
knowledgable in an area as he or she 
was. I can now return to Clarke ex- 
cited and renewed about teaching.” 


or at least contribute heavily to it. It 
is important to realize that while 
public polls give an indication as to 
how the nation may vote, caucus 
feedback is much more accurate. 
Not since 1956 has the candidate 
identified by national surveys as the 
forerunner for nomination won it. 
The early caucus results, however, 


have proven to be extremely ac- 
curate. 


Individuals wishing to participate 
in the Iowa Caucus need only fulfill 
three requirements: be of legal 
voting age, be registered as a 
Democrat or be willing to register 
at the caucus, and be willing to sign 
a statement of support of the prin- 
ciples of the Democratic Party. To 
participate in most of the caucus ac- 
tivities it isn’t necessary to be com- 
mitted to a specific candidate, 


’ though uncommitted participants . 
will be ineligible to vote for 


delegates. Participants at the 
caucus will break down into groups 
of candidate preference or an un- 
committed group. For a candidate’s 
group to be determined viable, and 
have the opportunity to elect 
delegates to the next convention, it 
must represent at least 15 percent of 
the total number of participants at- 
tending the caucus. In other words, 
it is of the utmost importance that 
the candidates be strongly represer- 
ted. The greater the number 0 
delegates supporting a candidate at 
the convention, the greater the 
chance to receive the nomination. 

Students at Clarke are eligible to 
attend the 18th precinct caucus. 
Rides to and from the event can be 
easily arranged.

If, 
for instance, Cranston successfully 
persuaded Congress to scrap the MX 
missile system, cancel the F-18 
fighter program, and halt expansion 
of the cruise missile system, the 
budget for 1985 alone could be cut by 
$79 billion. Conversely, refusal 
would lessen the amount he cut. 
Examples are endless. Second,

dirig, success in nuclear disar- 
mament negotiations with the 
Soviets would dramatically affect 
the amount the defense budget could 
be cut. Cranston told me, after his 
appearance at Blades Hall ,on 
February 9, that ‘successful 
negotiations with the Soviets could 
result in cuts: that defy the 
imagination.” It is toward this end 
that he would ultimately work. 
Finally, Cranston, firmly refuses to 
make campaign promises that he 
may be unable to carry out as 
President. He is confident that he 
could cut the budget; to what extent, 
he cannot calculate precisely. 

3. Cranston does support:.a military 
withdrawal from Central America 
and Lebanon. That includes both El 
Salvador and Nicaragua. In regards
